The Church Name, 

There has ol laie been consid- 
erable writing done through the 
Evanublist on our "Church 
Name," as though that was not 
a settled thing. 

Now brethren, do for once set- 
tle down on something to stay. 
Don't be tossed about like the 
restless waves of the sea. ft 
should be remembered that the 
-. result of the Dayton Convention, 
June 6th and 7ih, 1883, waa a 
"consolidation" of the different 
el erne i ts of ' our onee united 
brotherhood, rather than an "or- 
ganization" ol a church. 

It should be remembered that 
not a little pains had been taken 
for a year or more prior to this 
convention, to work up a union 
of sentiments, and to effect such 
consolidation. The writer was 
chairman, (although not so 
reported for certain reasons) of 
«, one of the committees appointed 
at Ashland a year prior to the 
Dayton meeting, for this purpose, 
i. e„ to bring about a "union," 
not to organize a uew church, 
and I know that the only issue 
waa preference for the name on 
which the different element* 
should unite. Borne prefered 
Progressive Brethren, some Con- 
gregational Brethren, some Tri- 
une BaptisU and some Dunkard 
Brethren, etc. But finally, in 
consideration of the facts, that 
we were all one in faith, and 
should be one in practice, and 
* that the Bible alone shall be our 
creed, and that we will have no 
Master to role over us bat Christ, 
and that we will reaffirm the 
original princip'es of the Broth- 
erhood, and that the original 
name was Brethren, and that 
Brethren is strictly a Bible name, 
and that it would be equally fair 
for the different divisions, the fol< 
lowing resolution was offered by 
dur dear old veteran of the cross, 
Elder P. J. Brown : 

Towit: Jieaolved, That the 
Brethren heretofore known as 
Progressive, those known as 
Congregational, and those known 
as Leedy Brethren are all one 
body in Christ, and all sectarian 
titles that heretofore existed shall, 
be forever dropped, and we will 


hereafter be known and know 
each other by the gospel name 
Brethren. See report of Dayton 
Convention, Page 18. 

This resolution waa passed by 
the convention, which was called 
by the Progressive division, and 
sanctioned and approved by, not 
a few, but by the several congre- 
gations of the Congregational 
Brethren composed of no less 
thau 1,100 communicants, with 
32 legally ordained elders and 
about 60 ministers and deacons. 
On this condition, and none oth 
other, the "union" was effected, 
and I know whereof I sneak 
when I say that there would not 
have been a "consolidation" ef- 
fected had not the name Breth- 
ren been adopted. 

Now why is it that there must 
be such a constant clamoring 
about this thing r But I think 
I heard somebody say the other 
week, "its inconvenient, we get 
so confounded with other religi- 
ous bodies." To you I would 
say, it's your own fault. You 
Deed not, and should not answer 
to any other name than Brethren. 
The Master says, "My sheep hear 
my voice." Again, "a stranger 
they will not follow, for they 
know not the voice of strangers." 
Strangers are such as do not 
know our name, and we don't 
have to baa when a stranger calls. 

We get into some congrega- 
tions where the brethren are 
known and called "Brethren." 
Then we get into some congrega- 
tion b where they call themselves 
Progressives. Why this differ- 
ence? Because like bewildered 
aheap they don't seem to know the 
diflerence. They baa for the 
voice of a stranger as quick as 
tor the Master. I could see no 
other reason why we should 
need a tag only to keep from get- 
ting lost. 

But now brethren, it you can't 
be satisfied with the Christ -given 
name Brethren, aud must have 
something else, adopt something 
that will stand the test for all 
time to come, somuhing that 
will do at home or abroad, sum- 
mer or winter, spring time or 
harvest, at church or at the 
theatre ; one that will be per- 
fectly adapted to our wants un- 
der any and all circumstances. 
Get some elastic thing that will 
stretch at will and allow any 
thing under the sun. 

If you whould avoid confusion 
don't answer to any name but 
your own and let those who have 
a handle to their name use, it. If 
it is the United Brethren let 
them bleat when Otterbein calls. 
Let them answer to the name 
United Brethren, aud it any one 
calls you Brethren or German 
Baptist, you need not answer, it 
isn't your name, and hasn't been 
since A. D. 1836, unless you had 
tbe annual meeting tag or badge, 
German Baptist, put on you. 
Bat if you bear the gospel name 
Brethren, then yon may say, 
speak Master, thy servant hear- 
eth. Christ said, "Go tell my 
brethren that I am risen from 
the dead." Brethren is the name 
we want to wear, and the resur- 
rection is the story we want to 
tell.

the present volume of the paper 
calls forth this article of appro v- 
aU and disapprovals. And as 
disapprovals usually carry with 
them grating' sounds we will 
have them first, so that our last 
strains may be more pleasing to 
ihe ear. 

We disapprove of the proposed 
church name, "The Brethren or 
Congregation of Christ." The 
name is too broad in its signifi- 
cation and too indefinite in its 
application, and one that would 
require as much explanation as 
onr present indefinite name of 
"Brethren" does, and therefore 
too unintelligible and cumber- 
some tor general and popular 
use, and the result would be a 
nickname as bave the Disciples 
who are almost universally call- 
ed Campbell itea. 

2nd. Like Bro. Wampler we 
disapprove of the continued prac- 
tice ol crowing over apparent 
victories over ourG. B. brethren. 
Such boasting does do good but 
much harm. Let others tell of 
"the glorious victories won," and 
remember the adage that "self 
praise is half scandal." 

8. We disapprove of (either 
the coajardly or selfishly) back- 
ing down and out of some of our 
ministers (and others) in their 
promised support to Ashland 
College gratutiously and publicly 
given by them at our general 
conventions. Remember breth- 
ren that these pledges can not be 
revoked except by their fulfill- 
ment to the letter. They were 
uot given to an individual, but 
to and in behalf of the education- 
al cause ot our church, and just 
because some one person, or even 
a few persons, do not talk and 
aot to suit you is no justifiable 
reason for their revocation. They 
will go ringing down the ages 
and meet you in judgment aa 
pledges unfulfilled, Eduoation 
is the first hand maid to religion 
and aa such Ashland College is 
our greatest auxiliary to the 
brethren church. And it it is 
lost it will be because you and 
you andi/ou have not fulfilled your 
pledge. If you would acquit 
yourself like men, yon must fly 
to tbe rescue, for the bow is bent 
and soon the arrow may fly and 
yonr opportunity for acquittal 
gone forever. 

1. We approve of' the name 
Progressive Brethren, because 
that is the name that in a meas- 
ure we first gave ourselves, and 
it la the name given us by the 
great majority of all who know 
anything about us, and it has be- 


come so popular that any other 
will cause general confusion tor 
years to come. I have been from 
home enough to know whereof 
I speak. Besides it is a name 
that is smooth and convenient 
and has "ring" in it. But why 
argue it now? Because we can 
not consistently make the change 
until our next general conven- 
tion. 

2, We heartily endorse the 
proceedings of the Tri State con- 
vention at St. James, Md. Let 
others follow the example. 

8. We approve of the publi- 
cation of the discussion of the 
Passover and Lord's Supper, by 
Early and Time. Let ns have 
more doctrine iu our paper and 
the publication ol moredoctrinal 
sermons by our ablest ministers. 
Our people need it and most es- 
pecially our young ministers. 
The world needs it, Let us 
prove all things and bold fast to 
that which isgood.
